Woman Is Killed When 
Coupe Crashes Headon 
Into Truck at Cashtown 


Mrs. Edgar S. Small, 59, of Chambersburtf, 
Dies in Wreckatfe of Machine After 
C ollision Friday Evening; Hus­ 
band Is Seriously Injured. 


64-YEAR-OLD LITTLESTOWN MAN IS 
THROWN FROM TRUCK; LACERATIONS 


A woman was killed instantly and two men were injured 
one of them seriously, when a coui>e and a truck collided 
headon in the rain on the Lincoln hiKhway, half a mile east 
of Cashtown at 7:15 o’clock, Friday evening. 
Mrs, Anna Rate Small, 59, was killed instantly when the 
coupe, driven by her husband, E dgar S. Small, 56, a well- 
driller, of Cham bersburg, collided with a light truck driven 
by Jesse S. Byers, 49, Littlestown, R. 4. 
Mrs. Small, who was dead when taken from the wreck­ 
age of the coupe, suffered a fracture at the base of the skull, 
a crushed chest, a broken left jaw and multiple lacerations of 
the head and body. 
The injured, both of whom are patients at the W arner 
hospital, are: 
Seriously Injured 
Mr. Small, the more seriously injured, who suffered a 
compound fracture of the left leg, a broken left forearm, 
fractures of a number of bones in the right hand and multiple 
lacerations of the face, arm s and body. 
Theodore Sheely, 64, of Littlestown, whose face was 
badly lacerated and whose nose was crushed, 
He was thrown 
out of the truck when the machines collided. 
Mr. and Mrs. Small were returning to Cham bersburg 
from York. 
Patrolm an G. 0. Bender, of the local sub-station of the 
state motor patrol, who investigated the crash, said he was 
told th a t Small was traveling west at a speed of between 40 
and 45 miles an hour and was passing four machines, travel­ 
ing in the same direction when his coupe ran headon into 
the truck, driven by Byers

co-operate to th e fullest extent. 
Ignore W arning Signs 
“M any operators, however, despite 
posted w arnings of men a t work on 
the highw ay, or of other conditions 
th a t dem and restricted speed, travel 
along a t a rate perm issible only on 
clear stretch es of highway. 
Such 
as these not only endanger the lives. 
of the m en at work, but Jeopardize 
th eir own safety and th a t of all 
others on th e highway. 
In n u m er­ 
ous 
instances 
drivers 
them selves 
have been injured through lack of 
caution on roads being repaired, or 
on detours th a t are rough and n a r­ 
row, 
“F ast driving on detours causes

Winfield, Kan., July 28 (AP) — 
The discovery of the badly burned 
body 
of 
an 
unidentified 
woman 
about 35 years of age, with a five- 
inch hatpin penetrating the head, 
confronted authorities with a mys­ 
tery Friday. 
The body was found in a field 
about two miles southwest of Hack­ 
ney, Kansas, by a railroad section 
crew th a t went to investigate the 
nearby burned field. 
Sheriff M. C. Anders, of Cowley 
county, said the woman apparently 
had been dead for several hours. A 
can near the body contained a small 
am ount of w ater, believed to bt' 
from the rain th a t fell Thursday 
night. 
Coroner A. E. Morris said he had 
not determ ined w hether the woman 
died of the hatpin wound, or was 
burned to death. There was no pile 
of wood or other ashes to indicate 
a long-burning fire. 
There were no indications of a 
struggle near where the body lay, 
Morris said, and there were no a u ­ 
tomobile tire tracks or other m arks 
to support a theory the woman 
m ight have been slain elsewhere 
and her body taken to the field to 
be destroyed by fire to divert sus­ 
picion. 
Explaining he and investigating 
officers had reached no conclusion 
yet as to how the woman met death, 
Morris said she m ight have satu­ 
rated her clothing with gasoline 
from a can found alongside the 
body, set herself afire, then quickly 
thrust the hatpin into her head. 
This theory, he added, was remote. 
An inquest was called for this 
afternoon. 
Alongside the body were bits of 
charred paper identified as part of 
an oil and gas lease on land in Cus­

county, 
Oklahoma, 
a 
m an’s 
charred purse containing three one- 
dollar bills partly burned, and some 
coins, a copy of Thursday's issue of 
tile Winfield Courier, and a pair of 
gold-rim circular spectacles with bi­ 
focal lenses. 
The spectacles were 
unbroken. 
P arts of a diary indicated the 
woman had been in K ansas City 
and Augusta. Kansas, recently. One 
entry said ‘’arrived Winfield 8 a. in.

China's Animals 
Aided by Code 


Nanking (AP)—In order to cheek 
the rapid decrease of livestock in 
daughters, Lei- China due to ignorance and cruelty, 
the nationalist government has is­ 
sued regulations for the treatment 
of draft animals, whether cattle, 
donkeys, horses or mules. 
The maximum load drawn by an 
animal must henceforth not exceed 
one-half of the weight of the ani­ 
mal itself, 
A load carried on the 
back must not exceed one-third. 
Prescribing a 
10-hour 
working 
day for all draft animals, the gov­ 
ernment has decreed that three 
meals a day are necessary. 
Grooming must take place once 
a day, and no animal under three 
or over 15 years of age is to be al­ 
lowed to do heavy work.
